LOUISIANA. 
THE PINKSTON HORROR. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

New Organs, Nov. 29.—The Returning 
Board to-day heard the orai testimony of several 
witnesses in the Ouachita case in rebuttal of the 
terrible testimony yesterday of Eliza Pinkston. 
Following the excellent advice of Mr. Weller to 
Sammy, they all seek to prove analibi. One 
witness testified: The morning after the mur- 
der was committed Eliza Pinkston came to his 
house and told him once that the killing was 
done by colored people, and again that it 
wes done by whites. Two of the wit- 
ges are relatives of some of the 
periics §«=—s against whom the woman 
testified. Their theory of the affair is that Heu- 
ry Pinkston was killed by blacks. When she 
was on the witness-stand, or bed,yesterday, Mr. 
Gauthreaux, Democratic counsel, put this ques- 
tion to her, as stated in the short-hand proceed- 
ings: I would like to ask this question of the 
witness: if she did not, onthe morning after the 
occurrence, state to John Swanson and Tidwell 
that a colored man had killed her husband!“ 

The witness, emphatically, “‘Oh, no! They 
were not. There were two colored men there, 
but Tidwell 

TOLD ME NOT TO TELL 
who they were. Oh, no! Oh, no, no, no, no, no, 
sir! They were white men. Theyall came back 
and tried to kill me, but they cannot have any- 
thing that way. 

Judge Keiley, of Pennsylvania, before leaving 
for the North, said that the testimony before 
the Board rather went toconfirm the woman’s 
story than to break it down. 

On eross- examination, one of these witnesses 
testified as to the existence of 

THE RIFLE COMPANIES, 
regularly organized. He stated their objects to 
be the preservation of the peace and the sup- 
pression of negro uprisings. 

Last nicht three men entered the 
house where Eliza Pinkston was 
stopping after she had given her testimony, one 
of them being the brother of one of the 
men whom sh uses of killing her husband. 
She states that they drew weapons and threat- 
ened her life. She sprang from her bed, ran 
down-stairs, and hid herself in the kitchen. An 
alarm was given, but before the police arrived 

THE PARTIES ESCAPED. 

Warrants are out for all the parties whom 
Eliza Pinkston charged with being the murder- 
ing party, and this evening at 7 o’clock George 
P. Phillips, a planter of Ouachita Parish, was 
arrested and lodged in the First Precinct Station- 
House, and Tom Lyons, one of the colored 
Democrats whom she charged was present, who 
was arrested last night, was to-day arraigned 
before Judge Quinn and remanded to the Parish 
prison without the benefit of bail. 

The Board to-dav decided to receive 

NO MORE ORAL, TESTIMONY 

or any further arguments except as to a few 
wards in the Parish of Orleans. All written 
testimony must be introduced before 4 
o’clock Friday afternoon, when the Board will 
go into secret session to consider the cases of 
the contested parishes. It is nq likely that 
their decision will be reached befor Monday. 

The Board were obliged to discontinue taking 
oral testimony because their time is so limited, 
the Presidential Electors being obliged to mect 
next Wednesday. 

The State authorities will taze possession of 
the arms of the Washington Artillery and the 
Mitchell Rifles to-moirow, independent military 
organizations, to whom these arms were loaned 
by the State some time since. 

j SENATOR SHERMEN. 

New Orveans, Nov. 29—11:30 p. m.—In 
reference to a special dispatch from Columbus, 
O., to the Cincinnati Inquirer of last Monday, 
stating that Gov. Haves had received a telegram 
from Senator Sherman, now here, adyising bim 
to decline to accept the Presidency in case the 
Louisiana Returning Board should return this 
State as Republican, because of the injustice of 
the Board, the Senator pronounces it untrue, 
and, further, he says that he has not telegraphed 
to Gov. Hayes nor to any other person since he 
has been in the city. Senator Sherman is of the 
opinion that the story of Eliza Pinkston is 
substantially true. In addition to her wounds, 
he thinks the testimony of Cora Williams and 
others living in the same neighborhood, whose 
houses were visitedeby the same party the 
same night, and the fact of other murders 
having been committed in the neighborhood 
before and since,.make the case a very strong one. 

THE DEVIL A MONK IS GOV. PALMER. 

Gov. Palmer, in conversation with Taz TRIB- 
UNE correspondent to-night, stated that when 
he heard the woman’s testimony yesterday 
he was very much excited and very indig- 
nant. Since, however, he has seen and con- 
versed with the parties who are charged with 
the crime, and heard their sworn testimony, be 
is inclined to discredit the woman’s version. He 
is convinced, however, that a very bad condi- 


tion of society exists in the parish, and he does 


she was used her wounds speak plainly. He is 
inclined to believe, however, that the crime was 
committed by a negro named Brooks, who is 
said tohave had a feud with Pinkston. He 
thinks there has been crimes committed by both 
Political parties in the State, but the safest 
rule to go by wouid be the returns as they have 
been received.

Palmer talks like a man 
who seems to be kicking in the traces, and 
IS GRADUALLY BEING QUIETED DOWN. 
He said yesterday evening that if Eliza Pink- 
ston’s story was true, “ the Parish of Ouachita 
ought to besunkto the depths of nell.” It 
may be said in this connection that nothing has 
been produced to impeach the testimony of Ben 
James, the Constable and Deputy left for dead, 
nor of that of Eaton Lagwood, who was shot 
at the same time Primus Johnson was killed. 
THE OUACHITA OUTRAGES, 
To the Western Associated Presse. 

New Oxveans, La., Nov. 20.—Iu the Return- 
ing Board, after considerable discussion as to 
returns not received, Gov. Wells stated that the 
testimony in the contested cases must be closed 
by Friday afternoon at 4 o'clock. 

Gov. Wells said the Board would then go into 
executive sessions. He said the Democrats 
could present two witnesses in the case of 
Ouachita, and only one could be in the room at 
a time. 

Col. Zacharic said the other side was allowed 
three witnesses, and he thought he should have 
the same privilege. Others of the Democratic 
counsel pressed the same point, but Gov. Wells 
allowed only two witnesses. 

Upon going into executive session, Gen. An- 
derson read a report from Sergt. Chaumel, of 
the Metropolitan Police, to the effect that at 
8:15 p. m. Tuesday Messrs. Hugh Jennings, 
Samuel Young, and Joseph Swain had gone to 
the residence of Eliza Pinkston and propounded 
questions to her in regard to the killing of her 
husband, whether he had been killed by whites 
or by negroes, etc. The report went on to say 
that one of the men put his hand on his pistol, 
and that Eliza Pinkston had fied from them. 

Mr. Gauthereaux, Col. Zacharie, and others 
of the Democratic counsel, called upon the 
Board to allow them to produce witnesses to 
prove that the charge was false. 

Gen. Anderson said it would not go into the 
record. 

Mr. Gauthereaux said it had been sent to the 
Board and read to produ- e an effect on the vis- 
tors, and he thought the accused should be 
heard. 

By request of Gov. Wickliffe, Mr. Stubbs, 
a lawyer of Ouachita, was heard. He 
said that two of the persons named 
in the communication, Mr. Swain and 
Mr. Young, were in the same room 
with him, No. 180 Canal street, with about 
twenty other persons, the whole evening, and up 
to 1 o’clock at night. 

Mr. MeGloin said there were twenty other 
persons who would swear to the same thing. 

Charles Tidwell and J. T. Swain were called 
to the stand to testify on behalf of the Demo- 
crats, and questioned according to interroga- 
tories propounded, the Republican counsel 
being allowed to examine the witnesses orally. 
They gave rebutting testimony to that given by 
Eliza Pinkston on Tuesday in the Ouachita case. 

RETURNS 
from Lafayette, Grant, and Tingaphoa were 
brought in during the day. Two polls in La- 
fayette Parish, giving 850 Democratic majority, 
were not found on the cansolidated returns, but 
the vote was obtained from the accompanying 
tally-sheets. There was a protest with the re- 
turns dated the 28th inst. The vote of one poll 
in Tangaphoa Parish was missing, and the tally- 


sheets also Were absent. 


The returns of Grant Parish were received 
from the United States Supervisor. The State 
Supervisor, after appointing a Commissioner of 
Election, left the parish before the election, 
notwithstanding the protest of both Repub- 
licans ana Democrats. The election was held, 
however, under the auspices of Democratic and 
Republican United States Supervisors, with the 
following result: Hayes, 395; Tilden, 518. 

RETURNS OPENED. 

Returns from Vernon, Franklin, and Living- 
ston Parishes were opened and laid over. 
Statements from all the parishes are now in, 
and the Democratic Committee has obtained the 
official figures of every parish. They vary only 
a few hundred, due to the throwing out of polls, 
from figures heretofore telegraphed. 

Thursday the Board disposes of East Baton 
Rouge. 

PUBLIC INDIGNATION. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 29.—The telegrams 
from New Orleans, both to Western and New 
York papers, which arrived here to-night, have 
created profound sensation. Gov. Palmer’s re- 
ported remark that the question in Louisiana is 
no longer so much the question of President- 
making as of humanity, seems to meet with the 
heartiest response on all sides, except where a 
bitter partisan Democratic spirit controls. The 
Democrats are thunderstruck at the turn the of 
remarks of Palmer, and Smith, and Mr. Trum- 
bull in regard to the outrages proved before the 
Board, and there is a feeling that if the Re- 
publicans have much more such testimony of 
barbarism to produce it may create a 
reaction inthe North which wll render the 
Democrats helpless before a storm of public in- 
dignation. There is confidence here among 
Republicans taat in some way the Administra- 
tion will find away to hold the arms of civil 
authorities in Louisiana, and insist that every 
savage in the State who has engaged in these 
atrocities shall be hunted down, arrested and 
promptly tried, and, in the language of the 
Scott Lord resolutions, meet with 
CERTAIN, CONDIGN, AND EFYECTUAL PUNISH- 

MENT, 

and that action is imperatively demanded, 
whether the crime be one punishable by fine, or 
imprisonment, or demanding the penalty of 
death, there seems to be but little doubt but the 
Senate will take means to thoroughly investi- 
gate the conduct of these banditti during the 
whole campaign, and the object will be to per- 
form such work so thoroughly as to satisiy the 
country as to what the facts have been. Among 
those who have denounced these atrocities here 
to-day in most unmeasured terms are men who 
have never been classcd as bloody-shirt Repub- 
licans. 


ELIZA PINKSTON. 
HER WESTIMONY IN FULL. 

NEwWORnL ANB, Nov. 29.—The following were 
the proceeding§ before the Returning-Board 
yesterday afternpon: 

Eliza Pinkston (colored), one of the witnesses, 
was brought in on a chair by a couple of colored 
men, attended by a colored woman. Witness was 
sworn, and the following interrogatories were pro- 
pounded to her by Gen. Anderson: 

Q.—Do you live in Ward 1, known as the Island, 
in the Parish of Ouachita’ A.—I don't know 
nothing about wards. 1 live in Ouachita Parish, at 
Hugh Young's plate. 

Q.—Do you know what has become of your hus- 
band, Henry Pinkston! A.—Yes, sir. 

B.—Was he killed in the day or night time? A. 
lle was killed in the night, in the before day. 

Was he in the house and in bed when his 
murderers attacked him? A.—Yes, sir. 

Q. —Give the names of those who attacked him, 
and the manner in which he was treated and killed. 
A.—Dr. Young was the first one that attacked at 
my door. 

Mr. Morry—Please propound the question so she 
may understand it. 

Gen. Anderson~You say that Dr. Young was 
there? 

The witnéss—He was the first one. They all rode 


by, 

4 THIRTY OR FORTY, 
and they said. Is Henry in? A friend of Henry's 
is come to guide him to Monroe. I said: ** But, 


| voted it thus far and he may vote it no further.” 


They came in the house and they gagged him; that 
is, when they cut him on the leg. Ienid: *‘Oh 
Loré, don’t kill my husband; that is ali I have 
got.’ 
ONE MAN STRUCK ME IN THE FACE, 

on the head, with his pistol. They said. Leave the 
damned son of a b——.” I said, That is my 
husband.” I grabbed Dr. Young and he struck 
me with his pistol and knocked me down on the 
hearth, 

President Wells—How many others besides Dr. 
Young? 

The witness—There were several. I was 
stranger in that parish. I knowed no more than 
which each other called names. Frank Derma, I 
knew him, because ne had his nose off. He was 
the only one and Capt. Tebault, that I knowed 
personally. . 

Q.—Why did these parties attack him and kill 
him? A.—They tied his legs together and dragged 
him out of the door and 

SHOT HIM SEVEN TIMES. 
They had a pocket-handkerchief over his mouth. 

President Welle—How many times did they shoot 
him? 

Witness—Every time he was shot be drew his 
breath. They shot him seven times. 

Q.—State what, those parties told your husband 
about fooling thém as to joining their Democratic 
club? A.—He told them that he had fooled them 
thus far, and he would fool them no farther. One 
man said: ** Horrah for Brewster!“ and he said: 
„ reckon by daylight Brewster would be d—m 
sorry that he got in this parish.” 

Q.—Was not Henry Pinkston an active Repub- 
lican, and was he not killed on that account? 
A.— 

HE WAS KILLED BECAUSE HE WAS A REPUB- 
LICAN. 

They finally got him. Tebault said: ‘‘Give him 

hell, the damn son of a b——h. He will vote no 

more Radical tickets. He will vote it in hell.“ 

Q.—State how you were treated, and who ill- 
treated you. A.--I will tell you. The Doctor, 
the same man that shot Henry, shot me once. 
Some of them, I didn't know who they were, had 
dealings with me, and one spoke to another and 
said: I want some of that. They held my legs 
up and jumped on me, 

President Wells—Did you see them that shot you? 
Witness—Yes, sir. They shot me twice whe 
they came in the house. They toid me to put my 

baby down. I told them. No, sir.“ 

Q.—What became of your child? If it was 
killed, who did it? A.—They came in the house 
and said. Put your baby down. Isazid, *‘Oh! 
no, sir. What do you want to kill me for? I am 
nothing but a woman. If you kill me, kill the 
whole of us. © 
THEY CUT MY BABY’S THROAT FROM EAR TO EAR. 
I raised my hands; I let my baby fall. They 
wanted to take something from me before they 
killed me. Two of them had gealines with me. I 
ran under the bed, when he shot mein the leg. 1 
ran under the bed, and they caught me 
by the leg and pulled me out and 
broke the bed. They cut me with the 
ax. One man sald: If you are going to kill the 
woman, dont be bothering with her; and they 
wanted to kill me, and he cut me with a knife. 1“ 
struck him, and it few up, and they never saw it 
again. They got another knife, and they cut and 
stabbed me, and they cut me on the leg with the 
ax, and on the side. 

At this point the woman unfastened her dress 
and exposed her breast, which was all cut up, and 
A MOST HORRIBLE SIGHT TO LOOK AT. 

The effort of the examination caused her to faint, 
and the examination was therefore delayed for a 
few moments until she had recovered. 

Question—In your last answer you stated that 
your child was killed. What became of your 
child's body? A.—They threw it in the lake, and 
we did not find it again under eleven days. 

Q. Do you know of any one else being killed, 
shot, or whipped on account of their politics? A.— 
I don’t know, sir, nothing about it. I walked 
down to the river, anal seen Marion Nodes in 
there with his guns out. 

Q.—Do you know of any who were driven away 
from their homes on account of their politics? 
A.—I don't know, sir, what you call politics; 1 
don't know who they drove away but me. All I 
know is about myself. 

Q.—Did not many colored voters have to leave 
their homes at night through fear of these armed 
men riding over the parish at nignt? A.-—Yes, 
sir. I went toa heap of people's homes, and they 
were 

LYING OUT IN THE WOODS 
to keep from the bulldozers. Two staid up to the 
gin-house. Both were women. 

President Wells—You said that your husband had 
deen thrown down. What was the action of the 
parties that threw your husband down? What por- 
tion of his body did they cut? Did they cut any 
portion of his body? A.—Oh! yes; they put a knife 
through and through him. Yon could hear the 
knife grinding like you cut new leather. Capt. 
Leboult told somebody to jerk his arms out. 

President Wells—What part of his body was eut? 
A. —He was cut down below, and he was cut in the 
ear. 

Q.—You stated in your answer that they had 
treated you improperly in regard to your person; 
that they had improper intercourse with you. Was 
that before or after you were shot? A.—That was 
before I was shot. They done nothing but this, and 
they asked the boys if any more of them wanted 
some, and they went to shoot me. This thing was 
done outside in the moonshine. They took an ax 
to cut me, but the ax flew off the handle. 

„President Welle—They first chopped you with an 
ax? A.—Yes, sir, and struck me in the head with 
a pistol. They killed my child when they were 
footing with me. After they had killed my child I 
went to fight them with all my might. They 
stamped on me here [pointing to her breast], and 
somebody - 
KNOCKED OUT ALL MY JAW TEETH, 
and I did not have a hollow tooth in my head. 

Mr. Gauthreaux—Would we be allowed to put a 
question to the witness: 

President Wells— Lou ought to file your cross- 
interrogatories. 

Mr. Gauthreaux— What we want is the fullest in- 
vestigation of the case, and there seems to me 
there could be no objection onthe part of the 
Board to any and all questions that can throw any 
light on this investigation. I would like to ask 
this question of the witness: If she did not, on the 
morning after the occurrence. state to John Swan- 
son and Tidwell that a colored man killed her hus- 
band? 

Witness (emphatically)—Oh. no; they were not 
there. There were two colored men there, but 
Tidwell told me not to tell who they were. Oh! 
no: Oh! no, no, no, no. We ain't going to have 
itthat way. Oh, no, sir. 

THEY WERE WHITE MEN. 
They all came back and tried to kill me, bat they 
cannot have anything that way. 

Mr. Marry—We have no objection to the fullest 
croes-examination by Spofford. 2 

Judge Spofford—We are taken by surprise by the 
course taken oy the Board,—the ruling of the 
Board, —and we are not prepared to go on. 

HONEST INDIGNATION. 
Gov. Palmer—Imay here take occasion to say 


that this case involves more than a Presidential | 


election. It involves the dignity and honor of 
human nature. _I think that you will hardly satis- 
fy the country anless you give such directions as 
will lead to the complete development of all the 
facts in this case. Certainly the people have no 
right to claim any sort of Government like that 
which fs attempted to be shown here. I think you 
owe it to the country to let all the facts be devel- 


Senator Sherman—I concur with Gov. Palmer. I 
would like to have Gov. Palmer and Judge Spof- 
ford cross-examine the witness so we might have 
the facts. 

Gen. Smith—The mere cross-examination of this 
case would not develop anything. It is to investi- 
gate facts from all the witnesees, within a reasona- 
ble number, who may know the character of this 
transaction with this woman as detailed. I concur 
with Gov. Palmer in what he said. It does not 
concern parties, but a 

CONCERNS HUMANITY. 

Mr. Parker—To give any further privilege than 
simply to say to the leading counsel on the other 
side, **Cross-examine this witness," would be to 
give more privileges than is usual in courts 
of justice. It would be a very great grati- 
fication to me if the could be 
carried on without the annoyance of interroga- 
tories, but by euch gentlemen as are now before 
me—Mr. Smith or Mr. Palmer on their side, with 
any gentleman who may be nominated by the 
Board on the other. 

Gen. Smith—If the Board will pardon me, I de-

examination of the witness. It would be proper 
that either side should do that. There are men 
entirely competent on both sides to investigate 
thoroughly the facts of the case, and a mere cross 
examination of this woman would amount to noth- 
ing. The suggestion is made by Gov. Palmer that 
every fact connected with the circumstances 
which this woman details can or can- 
not be sustained. I can only state 
that I am informed that gentiemen who 
live in the neighborhood claim that the matters 
here set forth are not true, and they desire, and 
the country I know desires after reading the state- 
ments of this kind, that 
THE ENTIRS FACTS SHALL BB SET OUT 

in reference to the character of this transaction. 
A mere cross-examination of the witness, the gen- 
tleman, as a lawyer, knows, would amount to 
nothing, and moreover I would say that this pro- 
ceeding is not conducted precisely as a case in 
court. Then certainly it cannot rest upon à cross- 
examination alone. It would be proper to submit 
it to a court or jury whose province it was to de- 
termine the real facts in the matter. 

Mr. Parker—There is no disagreement between 
us. Let the cross-examination proceed, and at the 
proper time bring it in the courts. 

Judge Spofford—We have, justarriving’on the 
train, a large number of witnesses. Owing to the 
change in the rules we will have to serve our inter- 
rogatories twenty-four hours on the opposite coun- 
sel. I ask, asa matter of simple justice, that this 
case be postponed till we can conform to the rule. 
We are taken by surprise. 

Judge Ray—I desire to call attention to the fact 
that we are compelled to make our return next 
Tuesday, or by Monday, as on Wednesday the 
Electoral vote must be given. If we depart from 
our rules so far as the investigation is concerned, 
we will not be able to arrive at the result in time. 
There are some four or five parishes still 
where investigations will nave to be made. Now 
I hope there will be no departure from the 
rule. The courts of justice are open, and the 
matter could be presented there, and the whole 
facts brought out. 

Mr. McGioin—I would like, as a white citizen of 
Louisiana, to saya word. I have in my hands the 
affidavits which will clearly disprove that this out- 
rage was committed by white persons. We have a 
namber of distinguished gentlemen here from all 
parts of the Union. This storyis 

AN IMPUTATION UPON THE REPUTATION 
of every citizen of Louisiana. Now we will havea 
witness here to-morrow, but I say, though the 
heavens fall, let us clean this stain off our escutch- 
eon and show that the people of Louisiana are not 
such fiends as they try to show that they are. They 
will take the testimony in any way that you desire. 

Judge Kelley, of Pennsylvania—I desire to state 
that it is now proposed to cross-examine if they 
will. I have never known counsel to refuse to 
cross-examine a witness for the State until after 
the Commonwealth's case should be closed, and 
our desire is that you cross-examine the witness. 

Gen. Smith—What the gentiemen say is, that 
their friends from Ouachita, who know all about 
the transactions, are not here, but will be in a very 
short time. Upon their information they can in- 
telligently cross-examine the witness; without 
them they cannot. 

Mr. Parker—Do they pretend ignorance of the 


details! 


Mr. Morey—All the interrogatorics were known 
to the counsel on the other side since the 25th inst. 
They have had ample time to inform themselves; 
they have had the opportunities to propound inter- 
ragotories. It is a fact that itis public notoriéty, 
and I venture to say that the witnesses will never 
come here unless they come in the custody of the 
United States Marshal. 

Gov. Palmer—I don’t want to be understood as 
interfering with the mere political contest before 
the Board; thatis a matter I have scrupulously 
avoided. I sce before me 
A WOMAN WHO HAS BEEN FOULLY DEALT Wirn. 
Certainly it is horrible. Whether it affects Tilden 
or Hayes, itis a matter of no consequence—the 
Board ought to aid usin arrriving at the truth if 
possible. Name one member of your Board who 
can go to another room and allow the examination 
to go on, without reference to the votes. You will 
do an act of justice to the country and the people of 
this State. 

President Wells—We are here to decide a polit- 
ical question, and the reputation of any one does 
not depend upon our decisions. The 
courts are open for those investigations, 
and there is an opportunity to have 
the whole matter sifted and the Board must go on. 
If the gentlemen don't desire to cross-examine the 
witness under the arrangement agreed by counsel 
upon the other side, propound other interrogo- 
tories. 

The discussion was continued for a considerable 
length of time, at the conclusion of which the

THE PINKSTON CASE. 
Dispatches to Cincinnati Commercial. 

New Orveans, Nov. 2—11 p. m.—The Re- 
turning Board took up Ouachita Parish to-day, 
and the investigation as to numerous murders 
and systematic intimidation there led to a pro- 
found sensation. The woman Eliza Pinkston 
was brought in, although so badly wounded that 
her recovery isa matter of doubt, Her testi- 
mony is that her husband was taken out of bed 
by bulldozers, Saturday night before the elec- 
tion, and murdered in the most cold-blooded 
and brutal manner. Her child was slaughtered 
at the same time, so as to make way with the 
stock. She was cut, and shot, and left 
for dead. Her wounds tell the story of 
the savage . assault, the gunshot wound 
and the stab in the breast presenting 4 
sickening sight: head and thigh cut with an ax, 
the latter wound being about a foot long; both 
heels, throat, and jaw badiy cut. To-day,while 
giving evidence, she fainted away. Being re- 
vived, she finished her testimony. She is very 
black, uneducated, and of only ordinary intelli- 
gence. Her story, as told today before the 
Board, was straightforward and without self- 
contradictions. Her husband had Wied the 
Democratic ticket two years ago, and joined the 
Democratic Club this year, but did it for self- 
protection. He attended a Democratic meeting 
a few days before his murder, but left, saying 
he would not vote that ticket, and picked 100 
pounds of cotton the same day, which he alleged 
was better than hearing Democratic | 
Then he attended a Republican 
and cheered the speakers. The 
dozers, when they killed him, told him 
that that was his offense. Her appearance and 
story were very affecting, and made a great 
sensation. The Democrats were bewildered and 
horrified.

I lived about 250 yards from Pinkston's house, on 
Tidweli's place; Hagh Younge owns the place, but 
Tidwell runs it; Eliza Pinkston, the wife of Pink- 
eton, came to my house carly inthe morping; she 
said that Dr. Young, the two Lozan boys, Bill 
Theobald, Frank Durham, aud Tom Lyons had 
killed ber husband and child, and shot and cut 
her; that Theoba'd had named me, and she thought 
I had better go away; this was, before day: I got 
up and went to the woods, where I remained hid 
till about sun-up Sunday morning; then I went. to 
my. house to see my wife, to see if they bad been 
there: I had to keep on the lookout all the time; on 
Wednesday, the 15tn day of November, r1876, on 
the east bank of the Ouachita River, near the bend 
at the Glendars plantation. on the island, I 
found the dead body of Merimon Rhodes, a colored 
man; the body was about ten fret from the bank, 
and in water about fifteen feet deep; the hands of

and well known to me, came to the body and iden- 

led it as that of Merimon Rhodes; before I 
found the body I had heard that Rhodes was miss- 
ing from his heme, on the Fluxer place on the 
Island; 1 have often seen companies of what we 
call the Bulldozers riding round the country where 
I liv>, ever singe September last; they were Demo- 
crauc companies; they were armed; some had

LET US GIVE THANES. 

Let us give thanks. It isa good old cus- 
tom, and innovations are dangerous, Be- 
sides, it is a comfortable thing,—infinitely 
more gratifying in the long run than useless 
repining and habitual croaking. Injured in- 
nocence, unrecognized merits, and unreward- 
ed virtue, are well enough for everyday 
wear, but most of us can afford one day in 
the year to be content with things as they 
are. It is obviously true that every one of 
us would have ordered things somewhat dif- 
ferent if he had been intrusted with making 
the world, but every one of us can be thank- 
ful that so ungrateful a task was not imposed 
upon him; also, that if any particular person 
had things all his way, it is very likely the 
rest of mankind would havémuch less reason 
to be thankful than they havenow. Thanks- 
giving is of necessity a sort of co-operative 
process, in which the shortcomings in cer- 
tain parts are supplied by the superabun- 
‘dance in others; those who enjoy most 
of the favors of this life should be 
thankful enough to compensate for 
the weak-heartedness of them who have not 
fared so weil, just as those who pray fluently 
generally stretch out the supplication lopg 
enough to atone in some measure for yo 
dereliction of those who do not pray at all. 

To put it on no broader ground, we may 
all be thankfal that things are no worse. 
There are few people so badly off as not to 
be able to cast their eyes on somebody who 
s worse off, or whom they conceive to be 
worse off, which amounts to the same thing. 
Probably the pleasures and paias of life are 
pretty evenly distributed. One man’s joy is 
another man’s blight. In the struggle for 
existence, success on one side is generally 
offset by failure on the other, and successes 
and failures in all lives alternate 80 impag⸗ 
tially that there is not much reason for any- 
body in particular to complain. Most people 
who are so fortunate as t> live in this com- 
munity are probably thankful because they 
are not inhabitants of a land where Return- 
ing Boargs and bulldozers abound; and yet 
it is just as likely that the chival- 
rous fire-eater of Louisiana or South Caro- 
lina will thank the Lord to-day that he is not 
a cold-blooded Yankee, compelled to inhabit 
the frigid zone north of Mason and Drxon’'s 
line. ‘The individual who is forced to con- 
tent himself with eelebrating the day on 
small steak and cold waiter, instead of a fat- 
ted turkey ora haunch of vension with Cham- 
pagne and Burgundy, may console himself 
with the thought of those who have no meat 
at all; these latter may be thankful that 
they are not sick, the sick that they are not 
dead, and the dead that they are not alive. 
Few of us rise to that sublime condition in 
which a man is not thankful he is not as 
other men, and a woman especialiy-and ex- 
uberantly thankful she is not as other women. 
This is a permanent and universal cause for 
giving thanks. To those who have to labor 
on holidays like this, such as preachers and 
newspaper men, the sweet consolation oc- 
curs that there are a good many fellows who 
would like to have their places; but even 
here the law of compensation comes in, for 
there are a good many other fellows who 
wouldn't, and who are thankful that they are 
more profitably if not more respectably 
employed. 

While the occasion for giving thanks is 
very general, it would be a good deal more 
general if somebody could tell definitely this 
morning who has been elected President of 
the United States. Especially the newspaper 
man, who has been button-holed and eaxr- 
wigged ever since the 7th of November for 
the special information which he is supposed 
to have in his possession, but won't print it. 
We think there are few journalists, North or 
South, who would not in their heart of

These two men of all the Northern Dem 
crats in New Orleans had the manliness to 
make a protest in the name of outraged hu- 
manity, Gen. Surru urging that the matter 
should be sifted to the bottom, and Gen. 
Parmer emphatically declaring That 
President Grant would be justified in send- 
ing Gen. Suna here with a sufficient 
force to take care of the State, if the story 
were true ; and that if, as was told him, only 
a small portion of the people were guilty of 
these atrocities, unless the other portion of 
the community went actively to work to ar- 
rest and punish the perpetrators, they were 
all equally guilty, morally and culpably.” 

Gen. Patmer, whether intentionally or 
not, in the opinion he expressed, has hit the 
nail squarely on the head. Outrage has close- 
ly followed outrage in the State of Louisiana 
for the past six years or more. Between 
2,000 and 3,000 people have been killed and 
as many mained and mangled for their polit- 
ical opinions since 1866. Murders, assassina- 
tions, massacres, hangings, whippings, and 
torture in various forms have been inflicted 
upon black and white Republicans, and no 
one has been punished for it. The better 
class of the people of that State may depre- 
cate it, they may express a feeling of horror, 
they may assert that they do not countenance 
the horrible work of the bulldozers and ban- 
ditti, but they punish no* one. They 
do not even take steps to arrest any 
one, and this is the glommy and 
discouraging feature of the situation, and 
this it is, as Gen. Paumer says, which makes 
them equally guilty. How is it to bs recti- 
fied when human life has never been of any 
account in that State? It has always been 
the scene of violence, and the people are ac- 
customed to bloodshed. The negro is not 
the only victim of the pistol. The white 
chivalry of Louisiana may kill each other 
with impunity, even in the streets of New 
Orleans, and expose themselves to no danger 
from the processes of the courts. If the life 
of a white man is of so little account, of 
how much less account is the life of a negro ? 
The whites have had a vindictive feeling 
towards the blacks in that State ever since 
the War, and it is no more considered a crime 
to kill a negro, now Wat he is free, than 
it was when the negro was a chat- 
tel, and now that the negroes are 
Republican in sentiment, to kill or torture 
them is considered as justifiable a feature of 
political machinery as depositing a vote ina 
ballot-box. The Democrats who 
have some humanity left, for the sake of that 
humanity, and to prove that they are not 
absolutely akin to brute beasts, may regret 
the horrible tortures of this poor negro woman, 
Ex1iza Psrox, and her family, and morally 
protest against and deprecate it, but they 
will take no steps to punish the murderers. 
They mev look upon it as pitiful, but not as 
criminal, They may even sympathize with 

is mutilated, mangled woman, mourning 

her husband and children, murdered to 
help elect T. Dm and inaugurate Reform, 
but there can be no retribution for it 
as society is now constituted in Lonisi- 
ana, or under that political regime Which 
looks upon the killing of a negro asa just i- 
fiable and even commendable stroke of po- 
litical policy. Undoubtedly there have been 
exaggerations for political effect in the re- 
ports of outrages during the campaign, but 
one such case as this of ELA Pixxston 
lights up the whole lurid atmosphere like a 
flash, and reveals the horrible condition of 
that State, the rottenness of its political 
fabric, the insecurity of human life, and the 
horrible butality of those whom Gen. Sueri- 
DAN stamped as banditti. No wonder that 
Northern men were shocked! No wonder 
that the renegades Trumputt and Juan 
were afraid to listen to the story of this 
poor woman ! 

THE ROW IN SOUTH CAROLINA. 

To bring the South Carolina Legislative 
fuss down ¢o its simplest form, so that the 
cause of the row can be plainly understood, 
is probably the best way to present it to 
our readers. The quarrel turns on the 
election of Representatives from two ooun- 
ties—Edgefield and Laurens. In th@ hard- 
fought political campaign of 1874 Gov. 
CHAMBERLAIN and the Republican ticket car- 
ried Edgefield by a vote of 3,398 against 
2,900 by the Democrats—majority, 498. At 
the recent electiot the Democrats claim to 
have carried the county by 3,225 majority ! 
It was shown in testimony before the Re- 
turning Board that Democrats drove the col- 
ored Republicans from the polls, and held 
the election in that county in their own way. 
Two thousand more votes were polled than 
there are male citizens in the county over 21 
years of age, as shown by the census of 1875. 
The Returning Board have thrown out the 
county and refuse to give certificates of elec- 
tion to either set of claimants for seats in 
the House, on the ground that the whole 
thing was null and void by reason of bull- 
dozing and ballot-box stuffing. 

Laurens County has always been steadfast 
and reliably Republican by 1,000 to 1,200 
since the colored people were enfranchised 
until this election, when it is returned at 
1,200 Democratic! In 1874 it voted: Repub- 
lican, 2,892; Democratic, 1,815. In 1870, 
when the vote was still larger, the result 
was: Republican, 3,022; Democratic, 1,967. 
In 1872 the Democrats let it go almost by 
default. The proof of fraud, violence, and 
imtimidation made before the Re 
Board was overwhelming, and therefore the 
returns were rejected and certificates were 
refused to both sets of claimants. These 
two counties elect nine members. Give the 
Democrats the nine, and they will have not

The two Judges of the Supreme Court— 
Moss and WLan, the third Judge not 
concurring—ordered the Returning Board to 
accept the fraudulent and spurious votes cast 
in the two bulldozed couaties, and count in 
the nine Confederate claimants. This order 
the Board refused to obey upon two grounds: 
first, that it came too late, as the Board had 
adjourned sine die, their official term having 
expired, which left them functus officio; and 
second, that the Court had no legal jurisdic- 
tion in the case and no right to command 
them in their duty as a Canvassing Board. 
Whereupon Mosrs (who bitterly hates Gov. 
CHAMBERLAIN), and Wrrargp (a Tammany 
Hall carpet-bagger, and former partner of 
the Ring-thief Perer B. Sweeny) arrested 
all the members of the Board, and, with their 
counsel, fined each $1,000 and locked them 
up in prison. A couple gf days afterwards 
they sued out a writ of habeas corpus from 
the United States District Court, and were 
liberated on bail by Judge Bonp. In the 
meanwhile, the nine persons elected by bull- 
dozers and ballot-box stuffing insisted on 
taking seats in the House, and, when the Re- 
publicans peremptorily objected, they and 
the fifty-five Democratic members and one 
Repubhean bolter retired to another ehamber 
and set up a House of their own. It was as 
much as Gen. Rucer with a few companies 
of national policemen could do to preserve 
the peace and prevent riot and bloodshed. 
The President had telegraphed him to keep 
the two factions from cutting each other's 
throats and murdering one another. For so 
doing he is most violently assailed by the 
more reckless and brutal-minded part of the 
Democratic press. 


A SENSITIVE (WHISKY) PLANT. 

Justice to Mr. Patmzn, who was formerly 
editor of the Chicago newspaper generally 
known as the Whisky-Thieves’ Organ, re- 
quires the statement that his retirement did 
not eliminate the element in that concern so 
sensitive to any exposure or eriticism of the 
crooked whisky thieves.

So also is the individual who for- 
merly held an office under the patronage of 
the Treasury Department, and who was re- 
quested to vacate it while Mr. Barstow was 
Secretary of the Treasury. The coincidence 
is so striking that some suspicious people ap- 
prehend these two individuals are one and 
the same. 

The most recent occasion that has brought 
out this sensitive individual's tendrils was 
the publication of some additional and in- 
teresting matter illustrating the power which 
the Whisky Ring had at Washington. 
The ex-officeholder who seems to run 
the Whisky-Thieves’ Organ takes special ex- 
ception to this article because it was repub- 
lished in Tux Tarsunz, and charges that we 
thereby intended to malign and insult Presi- 
dent Grant. We venture to say President 
Grant does not think so, for the reason that 
President Grant does not assume every at- 
tack on the Whisky Ring to be an attack on 
him personally, as does the ex-officeholder 
who resents the article in question. The 
fact is that Tun Trizunsz, having nobody 
connected with it who is at all sensitive 
about exposures of the Whisky Ring, is al- 
ways prepared to publish anything which 
tends to throw light on the operations of that 
infamous conspiracy to rob the Government. 
That was the main reason why the article 
from the New York paper was reprinted in 
these columns. So far as President Grant 
was named in the article, Taz Trrevnz 
printed on the same day, and along with the 
Sun article, the President’s own denounce- 
ment of the alleged ‘‘indorsement” on a 
letter to Avery as a forgery, and 


ever directed him to furnish information to 
Joyce and McDonaxp as trustworthy men. 
But this was a mere incidentof the interesting 
narrative, a great deal of which is undoubt- 
edly true. It is an old habit with Tun Tris- 
ung whenever there is anythiig of interest 
or importance to publish it, and particularly 
if it sheds any light on the dark and evil 
deeds of revenue-robbers. But the ex-office- 
holder of the crooks’” organ merely brings 
in President Grant’s name as a peg on which 
to hang his own grievances, He cannot 
abide anything at all denunciatory of whisky- 
thieving, and he cannot resist the temptation 
of making a public exhibit of his weakness 
in this respect. Whether this is because he 
holds ex-Secretary Bristow. responsible for 
turning him out of office, or because he 
has a personal interest in suppressing 
any further exposures, is unknown, but the 
peculiar sensitiveness is upparent all the 
same; and the people who read the 
‘* crooks’ ” organ must be constantly mystified 
at seeing telegrams, denials, explanations, 
and excuses for certain whisky allegations 
without ever being permitted to get at the 
exposures which draw out these protests, 
But when other newspapers choose to print 
the news, whether the ‘‘ crooks” like it or 
not, the experience of their organ ought to 
have taught it that it has all it can do to take 
care of its own domestic affairs, and that it 
had better leave the management of other 
newspapers to the people who own, control, 
and edit them. 

Farmer Harms made a contract with the 
county to put in the foundations of the 
county portion of the Court-House building 
for $84,000, the contract specifying that all 
extra work should be measured and com- 
puted by the architect with reference to the 
prices in the original contracts.

The Comptroller has received bids for a 
large amount of useless and unproductive 
real estate belonging to the city. We do not 
know how far these bids compare with the 
market value of the property, but our advice 
to the city is to sell all this real estate to the 
nige bidder in every case where the offer 
comes anywhere near a fair price. The city 
has no use for this real estate; it must re- 
main unproductive so long as it is held by 
the city. To sell it will at once subject it to 
taxation, and lead to its early improvement. 
The money which can be obtained for this 
property will enable the city to take up out- 
standing certificates on which it is paying 7 
per cent interest. The Council should not 
hesitate a moment to sell any and all this 
property if anything like a fair price be 
offered for it. It will relieve an immediate 
burden on the Treasury, and convert that 
which is now unproductive into a permanent 
source of income. 


There is one thing we admire in the con- 
duct of Wapz Hampton at this time, and 
which, like charity, covers a multitude of 
previous sins, and that is his earnest advice 
to the Confederates, as well as to the colored 
people, to submit to the law, preserve their 
tempers, commit no violence.

The act- 
ive army will comprise the Seventh, Eighth, 
Eighteenth, and Thirty-second Corps, under the 
supreme command of the Emperor’s brother, 
the Grand Duke NIcnoLAs NICOLAIBVITCR, with 
Adjt.-Gen. NEPOKOITSCHITZKY as Chief of Staff 
and Prince MassaLsky as Commander of Artil- 
lery. Prince BaRKLAY DE TOLLAY-WEIMARN 
will command the Seventh Corps, Gen. RapEtz- 
KY the Eighth, Baron KruzpereR the Ninth, 
Prince Woxzxzorr the Tenth, Prince ScHacu- 
OFFSKOI the Eleventh, and Gen. WANNOWSKY 
the Twelfth. In calling attention to the ordi- 
nance, Prince GortTscHakorr’s. circular says 
that in view of the acts of violence perpetrat- 
ed in the Turkish Empire, and which continue, 
notwithstanding all the efforts of the Imperial 
Russian Cabinet, the Emperor is firmly deter- 
mined to obtain the accomplishment of the ob- 
ject aimed at, and finds it necessary to mobilize 
a portion of the army. The Emperor does not 
wish for war, and will do all in his power to 
avert it. He will not relax his efforts until the

There is no doubt that 
the squadron has sailed, ana although the 
position of the commander of the naval 
force ordered to seek refuge in foreign 
ports on the eve of war cannot be 
enviable, it is dificult to see what else 
Russia could do, as even the Turkish navy 
alone would be sufficient to dispose of any 
ships which Russia could bring into action.”

BARLY ACCOUNTS OF THAT TERRIBLE CYCLONE. 
| Diapatch to London Times. 

Ca.cutta, Nov. 12.—Accounts from Eastern 
Bengal show that the cyclone of the 81st of Oc- 
tober did terrible damage to life and property. 
It was certainly the most destructive storm ex- 
perienced since the great cyclone of 1834. It is 
doubtful whether full details when received 
will not show it to have been even more 
destructive. The storm began somewhcre 
in the Bay of Bengal, and advanced 
northwards in the track of ships bound 
for Calcutta, doing much damage. Many large 
ships were dismasted. The Prince Waldemar 
was wrecked on Balchin Sand, and only four of 
the crew were saved. A ship, supposed to be 
the Timour, was seen bottom upwards at sea. 
The following vessels have arrived here more or 
less dam : The Lady Octavia, the Ghazce- 
pore, the British Statesman, the Penthesilea, the 
Scottish Chieftain, and the Palmas: steamers— 
the Magnus, the Moulmein, and the Penang. 
The ship Allahbad, from Melbourne, with 153 
horses, was caught in the storm, and ar- 
rived here with only nine horses alive. The 
loss at sea, however, is trifling compered with 
the damage done onshore. At Chittagong the 
storm stranded every vessel in the harbor except 
one. The town was much damaged. Details 
have not yet been received, but it is believed 
that there has been great loss of life. Noak- 
holly was inundated, and many lives were lost, 
and great distress will be oceasioned. The

CUBA. 
A RECENT BATTLE. 

Havana, via Kuny West, Nov. 29.—On Nov. 
18 the present campaign was opened by a severe 
fight on the plains of Minaos, about midway 
between Remideos and St. Espiritu. Accord- 
ing to Spanish accounts, their force consisted 
of only 400 infantry. They were attacked by 
the insurgents, numbering 3800 infantry and 
400 cavalry, who had taken up their position 
on the plains. When the fight commenced the 
Spaniards were encamped at a place hidden 
from view of the plains by a small range 
of hills. The insurgents, by sending 
out some guerrillas, enticed a portion of the 
Spanish torces into the plains, wnere a number 
fell on them, and whilst these Spaniards were 
fighting for their lives the remainder of the in- 
surgents attacked the other Spanish troops be- 
hind the hills. The result of this affair is, that 
both parties claim a victory, the insurgents, as 
usual, carrying off the greater portion of their 
wounded and dead. The Spanish lost thirty- 
three killed and fifty-nine wounded, amongst 
the latter six officerg, The insurgents left 
twenty-four dead ou the field. 

In general orders issued by the Spanish com- 
mander at Kemedios, he says that three soldiers 
who ran away during the fight will receive 
twenty-five blows each with a cane in front of 
the Spanish line asa punishment for their 
cowardice. 

The foregoing is from the Spanish official re- 

rte. Private accounts say the Spanish lost 
170 killed and wounded. In order to resist the 
attack of insurgent cavalry, the Spanish 
troops formed squares, which were twice 
broken. Gen. Martinez Cam was at 
Remedios during the fight, where it 
is supposed he still remains. Some wild rumors 
were current for some days about Gen. Campos 
being dangerously wounded in the leg, which 
appeared to be well- founded when it became 
known that Capt.-Gen. Jovellar had left 
Havana on a special train on Saturday night. It 
appears, however, that family affairs obliged 
him to go to Cardenas. He has since returned.

Adulteration of Wine in France, 
Palt Mall Gazette. 

A sort of panic has been caused here [Paris 
on the subject of the adulteration of wine, and 
Iam able, from personal knowledge, to say 
that there is good round for the alarm. A. M. 
Grandeau, whois an authority on such mat- 
ters, bas just written an — report on 
fucnsine, which is now very generally used for 
the coloring of wine, and whichis most dele- 
tertous. 

According to M. Grandeau, wine has for many 

ears becn the object oi frauds of various kinds. 
No one will attempt to contradict M. Grandeau 
io this, but he adds that at uo epoch have adul- 
terations been so numerous as at present and so 
injurious to the public health. Wine used to be 
doctored with brandy and to be colored with 
matters having a vegetable origin; but now a 
fictitious color is produced more cheaply by the 
employment of fuchsine which contaius arsenic, 
and is extremely hurtiul.

TIE STEWART CASE. 
POSTPONEMENT OF THE TRIAL. 

The case of Mrs. Harriet Stewart, who is al- 
leged to be insane, was to have been tried in the 
County Court before Judge Wallace yesterday 
morning, but it went over upon application of 
her attorneys. She is the wife of Dugald Stew- 
art. a member of the Board of Trade, who was 
at one time possessed of considcrable wealth, 
but, like a great many otbers who operate on 
*Change, he was long when he should have been 
short, and his means were swallowed up. He is 
the son of the great Scottish metaphysician, and 
over 60 years of age, while his wife is 50. They 
have been married along time, and have two 
grown daughters, settled in life, one of whom 
lives at Quincy and the other at Omaha. When 
prosperous they occupied a good social 
position, and even now have many warm 
friends among their former associates. 
It is said that Mrs. Stewart has been 
insane for ten years; that she has been in the 
asylum at Jacksonville two or three times; and 
that she is weak-minded now. For some weeks 

she has been wandering from house to 

ouse, stopping with friends, and actiny in such 
a way that they did not think it safe for her to 
be at liberty. Accordingly, two or three of 
them made application to the County Agent to 
have her looked after, and the County Physi- 
cian, having examined her condition, pronounced 
her msane. Her husband, as far as can be 
ascertained, had no band in this. She was ar- 
rested Monday by a bailifl, and locked up in the 
County Jail; but before this took place h 
commenced a suit for divorce on the ground o 
desertion. The object of this was to obtain 
alimony, and one of her lawyers said yesterday 
if she couid get $20 a month for her support she 
would be satisfied. It scems from his state- 
ment that sbe has been doing menial work in 
order to get 2 eat, and clothes to 
wear. On the other d, it is asserted that 
Mr. Stewart is perfectly willing to provide for 
her, but she will not give him an opportunity,— 
leaving his home and going about imposing on 
her friends. There are intimations of a scandal 
in which he figures; that, however, is leit for 
development when she presents her casc. 

Alter the other Insane cases had been gotten 
rid of yesterday morning,

would be unwise and unjust, ne said, to try it 
without a little more preparation.

Mr. English, for Mr. Stewart, wanted a more 
definite reason. 

The Court, however, after remarking that no 
more time should be taken than was absolutely 
necessary, as he did not like to keep her locked 
up, set the trial for Monday at 10 o'clock.

INQUEST ON THE REMAINING VICTIMS. 

The inquests on Emma Flanders and George 
Broad, two of the victims of the Madison street 
fire, was held yesterday morning before Coroner 
Dietzsch at the old County Hospital. Nothing 
| transpired in the course of the inquiry to show 
how the fire originated. A synopsis of the evi- 
dence, which was the same in both cases, is ap- 
pended: 

Officer H. Smith was first examined. He stat- 
ed that he arrived at the scene of the fire five 
minutes after the alarm was given, and then the 
whoie building was in flames.

Going into the hall of his 
honse, he found it filled with smoke, and at 
once took steps to get his wife and child out of 
the premises. He was too excited to pay any 
attention to details. 

Harvey Cockell, proprietor of the Eastern 
House, said he was awakened by the man Al- 
len, who perished in the flames. Allen went 
towards the rear of the building, and witn 
never saw him again. Witness’ little boy and 
girl were dru out of the window inte the 
arms of Capt. Bulwinkle. There was no fite in 
the range alter dinner. He was in the yard con- 
nected with his premises just before going to 
bed, and everything was t then. Ove ot his 
girls had been out late and just returned as the 
flames were breaking out. She attempted to go 
up stairs, but the smoke kept ber back.

THE COUNTY-HOSPITAL. 

To the Editor af The Tribune. 
Cod, Nov. 29.—Please allow me space in 
your paper for a bricf statement concerning cer- 


tain damaging charges made against the medi- 
cal management of the County-Hospital by one 
George C. Ohren, in your issue of Sunday, the 
%th inst., and eome of which were reiterated in 
an editorial in the succeeding number of Tus 
TRIBUNE. 

The reporter charges substantially :, 

First—The medical management of the Hos- 
pital is in the hands of the internes, Drs. Kauff- 
man and Skinner. 

In reply to this, I will state that Drs. Powell, 
Fitch, Montgomery, and myself, being the sec- 
tion of the medical staff now on duty, are re- 
sponsible for the medical treatment of all the 
patients in the Hospital, and that we rarely fail 
to make daily visits to the patients in eour 
charge, each of us spending from two to three 
hours daily in the discharge of this duty. 

Second—The infernes Drs. Kauffman and 
Skinner are not graduates but simply students, 
that they arc incompetent, and that they neg- 
lect their duties. 

In reply to this I will state that both of these 
gentiemen are eminent graduates in medicine, 
aud that they were selected for their present 
positions by competitive examination. It is their 
duty to see that the treatment prescribed at the 
daily visits of the attending pvhysiclans is car- 
ried out, to act in cases of ——— iu the 
absence of the attending physicians. e have 
every reason to believe that, since the present 
attending physicians went on duty six weeks 
ago, Drs. Kauffman and Skinner have not failed 
on a single day to make their regular morning 
and evening rounds to every patient. 

Third—T he patients are not properly treated, 
and are not given the remedies appropriate for 
their diseases. 

To this I reply that Mr. Ohren is not a com- 

tent judge of treatment in medical cases. 
Re the use of the iodide of po- 
tassium and colchicum mixture, 1 will say that 
I have taken pains to look up the matter, and 
found that during the present month there 
were in the entire east pavilion only four pa- 
ticnts for whom it wag prescribed, namely: 
patients in beds No. 2, 4, 18, and 7. The recipe 
was once duplicated for patient in bed No. 27, 
making just five times this combination was 
put up in the entire month. During this time 
we have treated 150 patients in this pavilion. 

Fourth— Patients are neglected and maltreated 
in the Hospital, and cites cases in support of his 
Allegations. 


misrepresentations, and are drawn from his fer- 
tile imagination. Yor instance,in the case of 
„the negro suffe from pneumonia,’”’ the re- 
port er says: Dr. „bearing that an inter- 
esting case had arrived, decided to improve the 
9 and deliver a lecture on a living 
corpse. He hammered away at the unfortunate 
man’s chest, and applied the stethoscope with- 
out ceasing. The subject, during this process, 
was stripped to the buff, and the students in ro- 
tation each took a hand at the stethoscope. 
When the examination was over the poor fellow 
was so exhausted as to be unable to but on his 
shirt. The nurse had to perform this office for 
him. He was then left to himself, and in twen- 
ty minutes afterwards he died. For persons to 
corroborate this statement, I give the occupants 
of beds No. 8, 33, 29, 28, 26, and 22.7 

I have inquired of the occupants of the beds 
named, and they all confirm my recollection of 
the case, that the patient was not stripped to 
the buff,“ or 1 at all; that he was not 
% hammered, and that he was not even teuch- 
ed by the students accompanying me. I simply 
made a slight examination of the case, which 
not occupy over three or four minutes, and, 
finding that he poor fellow was dying from 
acute consumption, I ordered the nurse to give 
him a cordial, and leit him. 

In the case of the tr Swede, the reporter’s 
statement is equally incorrect. On the patient's 
admission, he was carefully examined by myself 
several times. I found him in the last s of 
„ galloping consumption.“ Treatment with an 
aim to cure was out of the question, but during 
his entire stayin the Hospital remedies were 
faithfully used to soothe his sufferings until 
death brought relief. 

George McPartlin, the patient with Bright’s 
disease, I saw 8 times before the reporter 
was admitted to the Hospital. He was suffer- 
ing from a fatal disorganization of the kidneys 
and a heart enlarged to its utmost capacity. I 
frequently conversed with him, and never heard 
him find fault or complain of his treatment. I 
have diligently inquired of the patients whether 
any of them h him make the exclamation, 
Lam dying from neglect!” and find that no 
one heard him. That he should have made the 
remark, ‘“‘ The water is nearly up to 10 heart, 
and if it goes any higher it will knock the stuf- 
fin’ out of me,” seems to me exceedingly doubt- | 
ful, in view of the fact that his dropsy had 
almost entirely disappeared several days before 
his death. 

Figth—The reporter charges that we admit 
cases of contagious and infectious diseases to the 
Hospital, and cites cases.
